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Emergency services 


ordinance rejected

, The Crawford County Board 
‘of Commissioners shot down a 
proposed ordinance that would 
have regulated ambulance opera- 
tions in the county. 
| The board, by a 6-to-1 vote, 
‘rejected a proposed emergency 
‘medical services ordinance that 
has been heavily debated by 
local medical officials the past 
couple of months 
_ A portion of the state’s Public 
‘Health Code allows municipali- 
‘ties to adopt ordinances to estab- 
‘lish procedures for ambulance 
‘services in order to ensure reli- 
‘able, timely and effective med- 
ical transportation service. 

The ordinance, which was 
pushed by Beaver Creek 
Township Fire Chief Ed 


Holtcamp, said that the quality | 


and reliability of the services 


will be enhanced if an ambu-: 


lance contractor is offered an 
exclusive contract to furnish 
both emergency and non-emer- 
gency: patient transportation 


between hospitals and other . 


‘medical care facilities. The ordi- 
mance required all hospitals, 
nursing homes and other _{npa- 
tient care facilities to obtain non- 
emergency transportation from 
the county’s medical transporta- 
tion contractor. — 

There were exceptions.to the 
requirement, however, when the 
contractor could not provide 
timely service ‘or an ambulance 
service funded by a municipality 
can provide the transportation.

Mobile Medical Response 
(MMR) of Saginaw has contract- 
ed with the county to provide 
ambulance service since 2000. 

Prior to MMR entering the 
county, North Flight, an ambu- 
lance service owned by Munson 
Medical Center, had provided 
county wide ambulance services 
in Crawford County for 10 years. 

North Flight had sought a 
subsidy from the county because 
the service had lost $500,000 
over a five-year period while 
serving Crawford County, The 
county denied the subsidy due to 
budget issues, and contracted 
with MMR for ambulance ser- 
vices. 

North Flight continues to 
Maintain an office and ambu- 


lances in Grayling, operating out 


of the Grayling Industrial Park. 
Mercy Hospital, which is 
owned by Trinity Health, has a 
management agreement with 
Munson Medical Center for ser- 
vices. North Flight is owned by 
Munson Medical. 
_ Ray Little, the CEO for MMR, 
said the ambulance service was 
supporting the ordinance in 
order to garner the revenue from 
fees generated from non-emer- 


gency transfets between hospi- 


tals and other medical care 
offices. 

Last year, Little said MMR 
handled 2,200 transfers in 
Crawford County and lost a total 
of $177,000 to maintain three 
24-hour ambulances locally.

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Local officials 
learn more 
about land 
banks

Crawford County 
Commissioners, who are study- 
ing tools to promote commercial 
and residential development, 
received more information on 
establishing a land bank last 
week. 

A land bank is a governmental 
entity that focuses on returning 
vacant, abandoned and tax- 
delinquent properties to produc- 
tive use. 

The State of Michigan recent- 
ly authorized counties across the 
state to form land banks. Land 
banks have already been estab- 
lished in Genesee, Berrien, 
Ingham, Saginaw, Calhoun, 
Grand Traverse, Jackson and 
Wayne counties. Detroit is the 
only city given the opportunity 
to establish its own land bank. 

Land banks can receive con- 
trol of properties by private 
donation, private purchase or 
transfer from another govern- 
mental unit, but are not allowed 
to acquire land through condem- 
nation of eminent domain.

Tabbitha Pelkey, a Grayling 
High Schoo! sophomore, has 
been selected to take part in the 
People to People Student 
Ambassador program and will 
travel to Europe this summer. 

Elaina Murray, a junior at 
Grayling High School, Jessica 
Pickell, a freshman, and Robert 
Thiel, a Grayling Middle School 
seventh grader, are other students 
who are taking part in the pro- 
gram. 

The objective of the People to 
People Student Ambassador pro- 
gram is to promote international 
understanding while building 


leadership skills among 
America’s youth. The 20-day 
experience includes meetings 


with government officials, inter- 
action with other students, educa- 
tional activities and home stays 
with host families. 

President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower founded the organi- 
zation in 1956, believing that if 
people from different cultures 
could come together in peace and 
friendship, eventually it would 
also bring peace between the 
countries. 

The students can earn high 
school and college credit through 
their participation in the pro- 
gram. 

The tuition cost is $5,300 per 
student to cover the cost of trans- 
portation, accommodations, 
meals and educational activities.

Land banks, due to their tax 
exempt status, can more effi- 
ciently prepare property for sale 
that can be utilized for new 
homes or businesses. 

Last week, Dan Kildee, the 
treasurer for Genesee Coutity,

gave a presentation to county 
commissioners about land banks. 

Kildee said that land banks 
allow counties to efficiently dis- 
pose of property that is fore- 
closed upon. The state tax fore- 
closure act allows counties to 
foreclose on a piece of property 
after taxes have not been paid for 
just over two years, 

Kildee said that the land bank 
allows the government to take 
control of the land as opposed to 
having it go to a speculator who 
may turn into a rental, furthering 
blight issues. The land bank can 
also address potential contamina- 
tion issues with the property. 

Kildee said the land bank 
authority for Genesee County, 
which covers the City of Flint, 
has been able to demolish hun- 
dreds of dilapidated homes and 
rehab dozens of others. 

“Tt allows you to put local buy- 
ers at the front of the line,” 
Kildee said. 

Crawford County Treasurer 
Joe Wakeley said Crawford 
County only foreclosed on eight 
parcels of Jand last year, and 
none of those properties were 
commercial ventures. Wakeley 
added that one home was demol- 


ished and sold as vacant land so 
that home would not be used as a 
rental property. 

“The demolition cut into our 
profit from the sale of the land, 
but our goal was to not have that 
house sold put back out as a bad 
rental property,” Wakeley said. 

Kildee recommended _ the 
county have its Brownfield 
Redevelopment Authority, a 
committee which address con- 
taminated, abandoned and 
blighted ‘properties, serve as its 
land bank. 

Kildee said that most munici- 
palities in Genesee County par- 
ticipate with the land bank. The 
few exceptions are when a 
municipality believes it can more 
effectively address a contaminat- 
ed, blighted or abandoned prop- 
erty on their own. 

“Our view is that’s a local 
decision, so I don’t find that as 
being uncooperative at all,” 
Kildee said. “We are all working 
hand and glove, because we have 
a mutual self interest because we 
depend on the same property to 
generate our tax revenue so it is 
something that we all benefit 
from.” 

Kildee will be working with 
county officials on potentially 
forming a land bank in the com- 
ing months, 

Larry Campbell, a Madison 
Heights based developer, urged 
county officials to establish a

land bank and use a tax break 
program similar to the one devel- 
oped by Wayne County aimed at 
redeveloping residential, com- 
mercial and business properties. 

_ Campbell is Parenarings .the 
M-72 West and the I- 7H Business 
Loop from Jim Vanderlaan, a 
developer from Lake City who 
owns several commercial and 
residential = properties — in 
Grayling, to build a Walgreens 
drug store. 

Campbell is seeking to have a 
100 percent tax break for one 
year while the drug store is being 
built, as well as a SO percent tax 
break for five years after the store 
is Operating. 

Kildee told county commis- 
sioners that it was unclear if a 
land bank could offer tax break 
incentives for a property. 

“] think there are a lot of open 
questions on just how flexible 
this act really is as far as doing 
some of those things,’ Kildee 
said. 

Campbell, who did not attend 
fast week’s meeting, said he 
thought it was unfortunate that 
county officials did not explore 
the land bank and tax incentive 
programs being offered in Wayne 
County, 

“If they take the stance that 
they’re not going to do anything, 
you're going to get much of the 
same,” Campbell said. 

Despite lack of approval for a 
requested tax break, Campbell 
said that a Walgreens store will 
be built in the community. 

“We made a commitment, and 
we will be coming~ into 


Grayling,” he said,

County Commissioner Scott 
Hanson cast the lone vote in 
support of adopting the ordi- 
nance. . 

“If we continue at status quo, 
din the: future, Crawford: County 
is hot g going to get an ambulance 
service up here unsubsidized,” 
‘Hanson said. “Right now, we 
don’t have the money in the 
general fund. We would have to 
have a millage passed, and | 
don’t know if that would pass.” 

Commissioner Mike Lange 
said he thought the ordinance 
should have been brought up a 
year ago, when the county 
renewed its five-year contract 
with MMR for ambulance serv- 
ice. 

“I’m just confused of why we 


would give them a windfall at 
this time without opening the 
contract up for bids,’ Lange 
said. 

Kathleen McManus, a senior 
vice president for Munson 


Medical Center and’ president 


of North Flight, said the service 
volunteered to eliminate an 
ambulance that operated 24- 
hours a day in Crawford 
County, leaving one ambulance 
that operated for a 12-hour shift 
to give MMR more transfers. 

‘McManus said that North 
Flight has had to transfer an 
ambulance from Manton into 
Crawford County when there is 
a high volume of calls for trans- 
fers and 911 calls. 

“It is so unpredictable, and it 
truly is feast of famine,” 


McManus said. “MMR can’t 
possibly answer all the needs. 
They have been doing an great 
job answering the 911 service, 
but you ee have to have some 
back up.” 

‘Mercy Hospital Grayling offi- 
cials say they leave the option 
up to doctors and patients on 
which ambulance service han- 
dles inner hospital transfers. 
The hospital also utilizes the 
Denton Township Ambulance in 
Roscommon County, MMR, 
North Flight and the Tri- 
Township Ambulance Service 
based in Atlanta in 
Montmorency County for 
patient transfers. 

Stephanie Riemer-Matuzak, 
the CEO for Mercy Hospital 
Grayling, supported establish- 


ing a pilot program with the 
reduced North Flight service to 
create more transfer opportuni- 
ties for MMR. 

“I truly believe that our 
patients and our community will 
be better served by having that 
back up available,” Riemer- 
Matuzak said. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman 
of the Crawford County Board 


of Commissioners, offered to. 


facilitate a meeting between 
county, ambulance and hospital 
officials in hopes of addressing 
unresolved issues, 

“That would be in the best 
interest of the citizens of this 
community and that will be the 
first step,” Stephenson said. “If 
that does not work, I guess we’ll 
be back at the drawing board.” 


Endowment fund created for economic development

Partnership (CCEDP) Board 
established an endowment fund 
last week to fund future econom- 
ic development endeavors in the 
community. 

John Alef, president of 
Citizens Bank-Grayling, present- 
ed a check for $1,000 to the 
Community Foundation of 
Northeast Michigan that will be 
be used to create the CCEDP 
Endowment Fund. | 

“It is our hope that this endow- 
ment fund will quickly grow and 
become a future source of fund- 
ing for economic development 
activities| within Crawford 
County,” said Alef, who is a 
-CCEDP Board member. 

Alef also presented a second 
‘ check for $10,000, which will be 
held to. encourage challenge 
“funding for the new endowment 
‘fund. 

‘Phil Lewis, plant manager for 
‘the Grayling Generating Station 
‘who is also a CCEDP Board 
‘member, donated a $1,000 check 
‘as the first match toward the 
‘challenge. 

The CCEDP Board hopes to 
‘seach a short-term goal of 
‘$22,000, and has a long-term 
: goal of $2 million. 
| Gailia Gilliland, economic 
‘development director for the 
(CCEDP, said the economic 
development board: will decide 
how money donated to the 
endowment fund will be spent. 
{ Possibilities including establish- 
ling a revolving loan fund, pur- 


chasing property for economic 
development or funding market- 
ing initiatives. Eventually, when 
enough funds are built up, the 
CCEDP board hopes that funds 
generated by the endowment will 
help pay for day-to‘day opera- 
tions for the organization, 
Gilliland said. 

Barbara Willyard, executive 
director for the Community 
Foundation of Northeast 
Michigan, said that gifts to the 
endowment fund could be made 
in cash, property, appreciated 
securities, bequests or deferred 
gifts such as charitable annuities 
or trusts, 

“The endowment offers an 
opportunity for individuals to 
express a commitment and invest 
in the future of the community 
they love,” Willyard said. 

A tax credit is also among the 
benefits to a donor. A couple fil- 
ing a joint federal tax return can 
make a gift to a permanent 
endowment fund at a Michigan 
Community Foundation of up to 
$400 for which they receive a 
$200 tax credit on their Michigan 
tax return, A person filing an 
individual federal tax return can 
make a gift of up to $200 for 
which they receive a $100 tax 
credit. While the Single Business 
Tax in still in effect, a business 
can make a gift of up to $10,000 
and receive a tax credit of 
$5,000. The business tax credit 
depends on the tax situation of 
the business and must be deter- 


mined by one’s tax advisor. | 


Beyond the tax benefits, any gift 
to a community foundation will 
garner the same tax benefits of 


giving to any IRS approved char- 
ttable organization. 

“The CCEDP is working 
toward creating opportunities for 
our citizens and businesses 
throughout our county,” said Kay 
Cosgray, chairwoman of the 
CCEDP Board. “With the cre- 
ation of this endowment and the 
support of Citizen’s Bank and all 
who contribute to this endow- 
ment, economic development 
will continue to improve the 
quality of life in Crawford 
County for many years to come.”

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MICHIGAN HAS a pretty 
good set of Jaws guarantecing 
to the people the right to know 
about their governments, 

These Michigan laws adopted 
in 1976 apply to public meet- 
ings and government records. 
They require that the public 
have access to mectings and 
records so the people can know 
how their governments are 
operating. 

Together these open meetings 


and public records laws are: 


known as Sunshine Laws. 

During the annual observance 
of Sunshine Week in Michigan 
recently, many newspapers ran 
stories, editorials and columns 
about these laws and how 
important they are to the people 
and to the cause of good gov- 
ernment. 

The reasoning behind the 
Sunshine Laws is simple yet 
profound:

Sunshine Laws, newspapers work for the public 


In the American system of 
self-determination, | govern- 
ments are elected by the people, 
and the people have the right to 
know what their governments 
are doing. 

By extension, this theory also 
covers government appointed 
boards, commissions and 
departments. In short, every- 
thing that government does at 
any level is the proper business 
of the people. 

* * * 

THE CONSTITUTION of 
the United States in its Bill of 
Rights guarantees freedom of 
speech and freedom of the 
press. Here are the familiar 
words the First Amendment to 
the US Constitution: 

“Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof; or abridging 
the freedom of speech, or of the

The Michigan constitution 
protects speech and the press, 
too. Here’s the Michigan ward- 
ing: 

“Every person may freely 
speak, write, express and pub- 
lish his views on all subjects, 
being responsible for the abuse 
of such right; and no law shall 
be enacted to restrain or abridge 
the liberty of speech or of the 
press.” 

Michigan’s Sunshine Laws 


go beyond these constitutional - 
rights specifically to guarantee 


access to governmental actions 
to the people and to the press. 
In general, the public may 
attend all meetings of govern- 
mental bodies, and the public 
may inspect all written docu- 
ments or records connected 


with any of their governments 
or their activities. 
x ke * 

SOME EXEMPTIONS to the 
Michigan Jaws have developed 
over time, usually when reluc- 
tant governments and insistent 
newspapers take the matter to 
court. Generally, but not 
always, Michigan courts have 
sided with openness. 

State universities, for exam- 
ple, have claimed that because 
they are specifically created in 
the Michigan constitution, 
some of their actions should be 
excepted from the open meet- 
ings and open records laws 
ordained by the legislature. 

In some cases, the legislature 
considers itself exempt from 
these Sunshine laws covering 
other governmental bodies. 

But all in all, most public 
meetings and public records are 
open to anyone who cares to 
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know, 

Newspapers and other media 
are the most active users of 
Michigan sunshine __ laws. 
Generally it has been newspa- 
pers and media who have 
fought the court battles to 
define and ensure openness in 
government, and they are the 
ones who most frequently call 
upon governments to open their 
meetings or their records for 
public scrutiny. 

* * * 

IT’S WELL TO keep in mind 
an important and very funda- 
mental point: Newspapers do 
not act for themselves, but 
rather as an agent of the people. 

When the federal and state 
constitutions guarantee free- 
dom of the press, they are guar- 
anteeing that the people have 
access to information so that 
the people can better determine 
how to run their own affairs 


through governments, 

Newspapers are the agent of 
the people. 

The press can make the infor- 
mation available, but the people 
must use their freedoms to 
absorb the information and to 
apply it to their actions. 
Without adequate information, 
people often make bad deci- 
sions, or no decisions at all. 

Using the constitutional guar- 
antees of press freedom, and 
the state laws guaranteeing 
access to public actions and 
public records, is the surest way 
to protect the freedoms that we 
all enjoy. 

In fact, it probably is the only 
route to enlightened self-deter- 
mination.

Public encouraged to 
report dead corvid. 


For the past six years, the 
State of Michigan has support- 
ed with surveillance funding 
the coordinated testing and 
reporting of dead corvid (blue 
jays, crows, and ravens) data 
via the State’s Emerging 
Diseases website. In 2006, 
Michigan recorded a total of 
414 corvids that were tested for 
West Nile Virus (WNV), with 
256 positive. . 

Although experience with the 
WNV is fairly new, there 
appears to be characteristic pat- 
terns emerging through out the 
state and. nation. Since these 
patterns have emerged, the state 
and federal authorities have 
moved to new disease threats 
that have developed and grab 
the attention from the public 
health community and the gen- 
eral’ public. 

As in any newly observed 
disease that has become estab- 


lished, resources directed for 
surveillance, prevention and 
control tend to dwindle over 
time. West Nile Virus is no 
exception. Funding that had 
previously been utilized to test 
the corvids have dried up with 
the state no longer testing these 
birds for WNV. With waning 
funding, District Health 
Department #10 along with 
many other local health depart- 
ments don’t have the monies 
available to continue this test- 
ing. 


Although the funding for test- 


ing is gone, the district encour- 
ages the general public to con- 
tinue to report dead corvids to 
the West Nile Hotline at 1-888- 
668-0869 or at the state website 
— www: Michigan.gov/mda then 
clicking on the West Nile Virus 
section and follow the general 
instructions given to report the 
bird.

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Baptists in 
America 


James R. Beller wrote a book in 
2004 entitled, “America in 
Crimson Red.” The subtitle was, 
“The Baptist History of America.” 
In over 600 pages he documents 
the names, words, and events 
related (o Baptists in| America 
which have been almost totally 
obliterated due to modern histori- 
cal revisionism. 

In his introduction Beller wrote 
a startling declaration which the 
historical facts of his book were 
assembled to defend: “America 
is a Baptist nation. Her principles 
are altogether Baptist and her her- 
itage is imbued with Baptist 
ideals, courage and blood. She is 
governed by Baptist polity, 
ingrained with the higher plane of 
soul-liberty and under girded by a 
hidden, yet profound Baptist his- 
tory.” 

Roger Williams born near 1519 
in London, England, is only listed 
by Beller as Sth of the 12 most 
important men in the building of 
America. Roger William founded 
one of the first Baptist Churches 
in America at Providence, Rhode 
island. Williams fought for reli- 
gious liberty all his life. He 
opposed the ordinance passed 
March of 1635 by the Boston

court requiring all men aged 16 
and older to take “the Oath of a 
Freeman.” The oath required abid- 
ing by the laws of New England 
in both civil and religious matters. 
Williams refused to retract his 
opposition even when called 
before the Boston court en April 
30, 1635, 

Roger Williams not only fought 
for religious liberty, but for the 
property rights of American 
Indians whose land was being 
confiscated by the King of 
England. Williams wrote about 
the Jaw of Patents: 
the patents, Mr. Williams says, lay 
heavy on his mind, especially that 
part of which Christian kings 
were invested with a right, by 
virtue of their Christianity, to take 
and give away the land and coun- 
tries of other men.” 

Roger Williams also took a 
stand against the enforcement of 
the First Table of the Law. All of 
the Ten Commandiments were 
being enforced as civil law in the 
colonies. Williams did not believe 
man’s responsibilities to God 
under the first table could be pun- 
ished by the state. Willtams 
defended the right of atl citizens 
including unbelievers to follow 
the dictates of their own con- 
science in their worship of God. 

Roger Williams was banished 
from Massachusetts in September

Beller writes of Williams, 
“However, if what we mean by 
being ‘American’ is freedom, lib- 
erty of conscience, the right to 
worship God as we deem correct — 
yet without coercion or interfer- 
ence by the government, then 
Roger Williams was the first 
‘American.” An army of others 
would soon follow.’ America 
was built upon the Book, the 
Blood and the Blessed hope of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.

Nine vie for three seats. on Kirtland College board 


There will be at least one new 
face on the Kirtland Community 
College Board of Trustees at the 
board’s June meeting, with nine 
candidates vying for three seats in 
an upcoming election set for 
" Tuesday, May 8.

Both 
Webb and Weiss are hoping to 
return to the board, while Bovee 
has reportedly opted not to seek 
re-election. 

Those filing to challenge Webb, 
who was appointed to the board in 
2004, in the race for the two six- 
year tegms include: (from 
Crawford County) Detmar Finke, 
John Pilon, Mary Ann Ferrigan; 
(from Ogemaw County) Ruggero 
Dozzi, Anthony Coln; (from 
Oscoda County) Claude “Pepper” 
Karstendiek: and (from 
Roscommon County) George 
Koslowsky. 

Weiss was the lone candidate to 
file to serve the remainder of a 
four-year term. He. was: appointed 


to the KCC board in November 
2005 to fill the vacancy created by 
the resignation of then Trustee Jan 
Farmer, whose term runs through 
May 2011. 

Elections to the seven-member 
board of trustees are usually held 
every two years, with at least two 
seats up for election. 

Regular meetings are of the 
board of trustees are held on the 
third Thursday of each month at 7 
p.m., except in June, when the 
meeting is scheduled for the sec- 
ond Thursday of the month. 
Board members are not compen- 
sated for their time, but they are 
reimbursed for any expenses asso- 
ciated with their duties, such as 
mileage.

“Spring brings its own set 
‘of challenges for safety con- 
‘scious drivers,” says Jim

underestimate the need for 
control that all-wheel drive 
provides in slick rainy condi- 
tions — after the snow and ice 
have meited.” 

Just as you winterized your 
car with an eye to safety last 
fall, it’s time to begin work 
on your spring automotive 
safety check list.

¢ Rain is a common spring 
driving hazard. While most

Automakers are begin- 
ning to offer the technologies 
on more models. 

¢ Replace worn tires. Your 
tires are what keep the car on 
the road. Worn out treads pro- 
vide less traction and greater 
chance to slide. Likewise, 
make sure tires are inflated 
properly according to your 


vehicle’s owner’s manual. 

¢ Spring showers bring 
May flowers, but let this be a 
reminder to also check and 
replace worn wiper blades. 
Poorly maintained wind- 
shield wipers can hamper vis- 
ibility in poor weather. After 
a long winter of salt and other 
road residue on the windows, 
wiper effectiveness is greatly 
enhanced by cleaning the 


glass with a strong glass. 


cleaner that can remove the 
oily film. And don't forget the 
inside of the glass. Removing 
the film on the inside can 
help the defroster clear faster 
and reduce moisture build- 
up. 

As part of its National Car 
Care month in April, the Car 
Care Council recommends 
checking tire treads and 
windshield wiper quality in 
preparation for spring driving 


_ conditions. 


“In our research of vehicles 
brought in for their April 


check-up, close to one-fifth 
of vehicles (17 percent) had 
front windshield wiper fail- 
ures and 12 percent of vehi- 
cles needed service on their 
rear wipers and/or washers,” 


says Rich White, executive . 


director of the Car Care 
Council. 

* Spring rain can also 
dampen visibility so it is 
important to check all vehicle 
lighting including headlights, 
taillights, back-up lights, turn 
signals, parking lights and 
break lights, These lights are 
important not only because 
they help you to see, but also 
serve as a way to help you 
communicate clearly with 
other motorists. 

* Take advantage of safety 
resources. Throughout 
National Car Care month, 
many dealerships offer free 
safety screenings to motorists 
who drive the brand of car 
sold at the dealership.

Few drivers properly check tire pressure — 


(NewsUSA) ~ True or false? 
The best time to check your 
tires is when they are warm 
(soon after being driven sev- 
eral miles). If you answered 
true, you are among the 85 
percent of motorists who, 
according to a recent survey, 
do not know how to check 
tire pressure properly. 

Federal government and 
tire industry data show that 
drivers are not paying enough 
attention to their tires — the 
one component that keeps 
‘their cars on the road. 
Automotive experts say tire 
‘pressure should be checked 
‘once a month — always when 
‘the tires are cold — and inflat- 
‘ed to the vehicle manufactur- 
‘er's recommended pressure. 

National Highway Traffic 


Safety Administration statis- 
tics show that one in every 
three cars have a significantly 
underinflated tire. Tire 
blowouts have caused on 
average 23,000 vehicle crash- 
es a year, while low tire pres- 
sure has claimed 660 lives 
and injured 33,000 people 
every year. 

"Despite the risk posed by 
poorly maintained tires, too 
many motorists are neglect- 
ing tire care,” says John 
Nielsen, director of AAA's 
Approved Auto Repair 
Program. “Taking five min- 
utes each month to check and 
adjust tire pressure can 
enhance safety, improve fuel 
economy and help tires last 
longer." 

In the pol which was con- 


ducted by the 
Manufacturers Association, 
only 34 percent of respon- 
dents said they know how to 
tell if their tires are bald. The 
survey also found that 
motorists lack knowledge of 
proper tire placement. Four 
out of five drivers do not 
know the proper mounting 
position when replacing two 
bald tires with two new tires.. 


"When it comes time to’ 


replace tires, the best course 
of action is to replace all four 
at the same time using quali- 
ty tires of the vehicle manu- 
facturer's recommended 
size," says Dan Zielinski, 
RMA vice president. 
However, if you replace. 
only two tires, Zielinski rec- 
ommends that they be

installed on the rear axle to 
ensure maximum vehicle sta- 
bility. 

Those who need some help 
staying on track with vehicle 
maintenance can sign up for 
the AAA AutoManager fea- 
ture on www.AAA.com.

The simplest way to check 
tire tread depth is with a 
penny. Insert the penny into 
the grooves of the tread. If 
you are able to see all of 
Lincoln's head, the tire needs 
replacement.

percent of driving decisions 
depend on good vision, a 
clean windshieid is impera- 
tive. Streaking and smearing 
impair vision and are caused 
by worn windshield blades.

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An average of 13,000 
Americans are killed between 
Memorial Day weekend and 
Labor Day, some a result of 
unperformed vehicle mainte- 
nance, according to the 
National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration, Each 
year, neglected maintenance 
leads to more than 2,600 
deaths, nearly 100,000 dis- 
abling injurtes and more than 
$2 billion in lost wages, med- 
ical expenses and property 
damage. ; 

Most mechanical failures 
can be traced to neglected 
maintenance. For example, the 
U. SS. Department — of 
Transportation reports the 
leading cause of mechanical 
breakdown on our nation’s 
highways is overheating, a 
condition that is easily avoid- 
able. Other deficiencies that 
are simple to detect include 
low antifreeze/coolant, worn 
or loose drive belts and defec- 
tive cooling system hoses. 

Checking tire pressure and 
inflating a lire costs nothing, 
yet an average of 2] percent of 
cars Inspected in check lanes 
during National Car Care 
Month have under inflated 
tires. This can lead to a 
blowout and a serious. acci- 
dent. 

The Car Care Council offers 
these fuel-saving tips: 

I. Vehicle gas caps — About 
17 percent of the vehicles on 
the roads have gas caps that 
are either damaged, loose or 
are missing altogether, caus- 
ing 147 million gallons of gas 
to vaporize every year. 
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2. Underinflated tires —- 
When tires aren't inflated 
properly it's like driving with 
the parking brake on and can 
cost a mile or two per gallon. 

3. Worn spark plugs — A 
vehicle can have either four, 
six or eight spark plugs, which 
fire as many as 3 million times 
every 1,000 miles, resulting in 
a lot of heat and electrical and 
chemical erosion. A dirty 
spark plug causes misfiring, 
which wastes fuel. Spark 
plugs need to be replaced as 
recommended by the manu- 
facturer. 

4. Dirty air filters — An air 
filter that is clogged with dirt, 
dust and bugs chokes off the 
air and creates a "rich" mix- 
ture -- too much gas being 
burned for the amount of air, 
which wastes gas and causes 
the engine to lose power. 
Replacing a clogged air filter 
can improve gas mileage by as 
much as 10 percent, saving 
about 20 cents a gallon, 


Fuel-saving driving tips 
include: 
« Don't be an aggressive 


driver — Aggressive driving 
can lower gas mileage by as 
much as 33 percent on the 
highway and S percent on city 
streets, which results in 10 to 
66 cents per gallon. 

° Avoid excessive idling — 
Sitting idle gets zero miles per 
gallon, Letting the vehicle 
warm up for one to two min- 
utes is sufficient. 

* Observe the speed limit ~ 
Gas mileage decreases rapidly 
at speeds above 60 mph. Each 
mpg driven over 60 will result 


in an additional 10 cents per 
gallon. To maintain a constant 
speed on the highway, cruise 
control is recommended. 

WIPERS - In the 2001 
National Car Care Month 
vehicle check lanes, 21 per- 
cent of participants had wipers 
that smeared, streaked or chat- 
tered across their windshields. 
Although climates vary, 
wipers generally need replac- 
ing every six months. An easy 
reminder is to change wiper 
blades in the spring and fall 
when you change your clock. 
Be sure the windshield wash- 
ers are working properly, too, 
and keep the reservoir filled 
with solvent. 
“LIGHTING - Another 
important pre-trip check 
should be exterior and interior 
lighting. Vehicle check lanes 
revealed an overall failure rate 
of over 25 percent in the light- 
ing category. The ‘Car Care 
Council reminds motorists to 
check their lights monthly. 
Other suggestions from the 
Council include turning on 
headlights both day and night. 
This helps define your car’s 
position on the road, and its 
distance from other drivers. 
When your vehicle's lighting 
is defective, other motorists 
may not get the message that 
you intend to stop or turn. The 
end result could be disastrous. 

10-Minute Pre-Trip 
Checkup Can Pay Off -— Car 
Care Council offers three sug- 
gestions for a traveler’s 10- 
minute pre-trip checklist: 

¢ Check all fluids. There are 
several fluids, in addition to

antifreeze, that require atten- 
tion, including engine oil, 
power steering, brake and 
transmission fluids and wind- 
shield washer solvent and 
antifreeze/coolant. 

* Check hoses and belts. A 
belt that fails can affect the 
electrical system, air condi- 
tioning and power steering, as 
well as the cooling system. 
Cooling system hoses may be 
deteriorating’ from within, so 
old hoses and clamps in mar- 
ginal condition might need to 
be replaced. 

* Check the tires. Check tire 
inflation and inspect the tread 
for uneven wear, indicating 
the need for wheel alignment, 
Also look for bulges and bald 
spots. 

"While a last minute check- 
up is better than no checkup, 
motorists should plan ahead to 
allow time to perform neces- 
Sary maintenance themselves 
or at the local service facility, 
A properly maintained vehicle 
is safer and more dependable 
and will even save a few dol-. 
lars at the gas pumps,” said the 
Car Care Council's Executive 
Director, Rich White. 

Not only can a pre-trip 
inspection help reduce 
chances of costly and possibly 
dangerous road trouble, it also 
provides an opportunity to 
have repairs made at home, 
with one’s own technician who 
knows the vehicle. Especially 
important, it provides peace of 
mind. While no inspection can 
guarantee a car's performance, 
it's comforting to know proper 
precautions were taken.
